Tax Reduction. 


Every person In tho United States who is a 


producer or has remunerative employment should 
pay taxes. 
Our system of taxing only the very 


thrifty is at fault in many ways. Every person 
who enjoys the blessings of American citizenship 
or comes to this country for the purpose of en- 
tering upon a gainful occupation should, by the 
very nature of things, pay to sustain and main- 
tain a government. 


We liavo two great bodies of persons -who do 


not pay taxes—those who have continued alien 
after coming to America, have neither gainful oc- 
rupatton bringing an income within the restric- 
tions of the law, property or permanent domicile, 
and tho very rich who have money invested In 
tux exempt securities. 


The basic theory of taxation is that the morn 


property a man has the higher will bo his tax 
computed on the rate applicable to all. Taxes rise 
because of Increased expense of government and 
the basic rate Is therefore increased. 
We can 


reduce taxes when expense of government Is re- 
duced. -In government the method of economiz- 
ing has been too often that of the private citizen 
—Increase the revenue and forget tho expenses 
It has been shown over and over that It requires 
about a certain definite sum of money to sup 
port a, family—husband, wife and children, pro 
portlonato to the number of dependents on the 
family Income. 
By "support" is not meant the 


mere provision of food, clothing, payment of rent 
and other fixed charge/, but that a family should 
have -what -we are please* to term "comforts.' 
When, therefore It comes to taxing Incomes, that 
sum should he fixed, not at the very minimum 
but the exemptions should bo based on comfort 
Bble living conditions. 


It Is true that by far the greatest amount of 


revenue has been raised from tho?o receiving 
salaries or Incomes from four to' twenty thous- 
nnd dollars a year. This Is tho biggest Item in 
receipts from incomes of individuals. 
Within 


these lines are tho mass oC income taxpayers. In 
making a measure for legislative action to reduce 
the burden of taxation, the real benefit to the 
people will bo in increasing the amount of In- 
come exempted in toto from taxation. That l.« 
real, genuine tax reduction. 
If we started the 


sum taxed at $5.000 It would bo real relief to hun- 
dreds of thousands In tho United States. Now ns 
to surtaxes and relief of larger incomes from nn 


• Income tax burden: it Is just ns much a violation 
of economic principles to pile an excessive burden 
'on the larger Incomes ns It Is to continue to re- 
lieve entirely thousands of those who pay no 
taxe.1 on cither property or Income and escape scot 
free from any responsibility In support of the 
.government. It is a common expression of the 
.demagogue seeking mass support that the "rich 
Hhould pay." "l''ix the burden of taxation accord- 
Ing to the ability of the person to pay." 


It readily may bo seen that any such argument 


•Is a violation of tho very foundation principles of 
American government. We .started off the nation 
with much discussion of direct tax levies. 
One 


of the chief reasons for the rebellion of the col- 
onies against Great Britain was the Imposition of 
direct taxes. Eventually the constitution fixed the 
power so that tho levy would bo against the 
states without declaring the method by which the 
funds required would be raised. 


We have a tax reduction measure before con- 


gress. It Is the Mellon plan. It may be said with- 
out apology that Sec. Mellon Is tho best equipped 
man who has ever occupied the chair of secretary 
of the treasury. Perhaps John Sherman was In 
the same class. Sherman, cloven years after the 
Civil War had closed, placed tho nation on a 
specie payment basis without an accompanying 
panic when It bad been declared an impossibility. 
It Is possible also, though th.v is mere conjec- 
ture, that-had we a Mellon or a Sherman In office, 
in ISTO-7'I wo might havo escaped a panto and 
the disasters of 1873. • But we have seen the re- 
markable situation :n the United States since the 
war. of a nation coming hack, with a currency 
which is the basis of world cxc-hange, and a re- 
duction constantly In budgets and expenses, and 
bonded <lobt. under the management of Mr. Mel- 
lon, lie hns been attacked by demagogues and 
some other, perhaps well 
Intentloned, 
people. 


That Mr. Mellon believes sincerely In his tax re- 
duction plan goes without comment. 
He is op- 


posed in this by some who have tho same purpose 
in view but doubt the economic soundness of his 
Plan. The chief objection to a reduction of sur- 
taxes is that It begins at the wrong place. 
Tho 


reason given, and it Is a practical one. borne out 
by tho bitter truth, that the surtaxes defeat their 
own purpose, necessarily hinges on the opportun- 
ity for Income and profits which the surtax is 
designed to reach, find ways of hiding from tho 
revenue collector In tax exempt securities. Facts 
again In the figures of Investment In these secur- 
ities proclaim the truth of the contention. 


But so long as the opportunity for such Invest- 


ment is at hand, will the Investments not con- 
tinue in these same securities regardless of the 
carrying out of tho Mellon plan? 
The cart, It 


seems, is before, the hor.se. The first great need 
is to present at tho very earlieM possible moment 
to the people of the 
nation tho 
constitutional 


amendment making It impossible to have tax 
exemption on any investments. That would seem 
to be the logical way out.

REDUCING LABOR TURNOVER

Washington—Employment managers 
of 
the 


larger industrial and commercial organizations 
of Hies country are devoting their attention partic- 
ularly to the task of adjusting the new employee 
to his job, according to a survey which has just 
been made by the Bureau of Education of tho 
New York Edison company under the direction 
of I1'. C. Hendcrschott. Kconomists who are rec- 
ognized authorities agree that approximately DO 
per cent of tho labor turnover in industrial or- 
gaitizatlons In the United States, and a slight- 
ly lower percentage in commercial 
organizations, 


occurs during the first six months of, employ- 
ment. 


This Indicates the importance of seeing that 


everything possible Is done to fit the new workers 
into their places so that friction, dissatisfaction, 
resignations, and discharges may be reduced to 
a minimum. 
iUvbor turnover is admittedly one 


of the big •wastes in industry and anything that 
tends to reduce it is being .seized upon by busi- 
ness executives. 


Most of tho hundred or more large companies 


that replied to the questionnaire iasue handbooks 
-or books of rules for new employes that arc said 
to be highly satisfactory. 


"The value ,o£ the handbook seems to be uni- 


versally recognized," nays Mr.- Honderschott. "Al- 
most everyone who has sold his personal ser- 
vices realizes the trying days that follow the 
Bccurlng of a new position or job. 
To minimize 


the discomfort of those days, as well as to make 
It possible for new employees to get correct first- 
hand Information, has proved a decided advan- 
tage in reducing labor turnover. This is especial- 
ly true of that portion of the turnover which oc- 
curs during the early months of the employee's 
connection with a, new position. 


The subjects covered in the handbooks are var- 


ied, but some an; common to all, such, for ex- 
ample, as tardiness and absence. 
Every com- 


pany issuing a booklet touches upon those 'prob- 
lems. 
Educational activities arc also universal- 


ly treated, and vacations are another subject that 
is as a rule included. Time clocks and the use of 
passes, the latter more' especially in industrial or- 
ganizations, are closely allied with tardiness and 
absence.

personnel departments, especially as to housing 
problem*, garnishoes, and legal ndvice. to wofk- 
urs. 
Library service ia also of general Interest, 


being carefully described by six of the compun- 
les. 
Workmen's compensation 
IH generally dis- 


cussed, as also are mothodH of dealing with ac- 
cidents and a careful exposition of workmen's 
duties. 


Tho history' of the Industry in which the com- 


pany is engaged and tho company's policy are 
not forth In several of the handbooks, and reg- 
ularity of attendance and punctuality are treated 
quitu 
elaborately. 
Punctuality 
statistics arc 


available from a. gus company In a largo middle 
west city and from a well known electric utility 
company In the caul. 
The figures for the gas 


company vary from 1.22 per cent per employee 
for the calendar year to as low as .'18 per cent. 
Tho peak of tardiness for this company comes In 
.September and the low point in April. 


For the electric company the average is be- 


tween 2 and 3 per cent per employee for a cal- 
endar year, with the peak coming in December 
aiifl (he low points during the Hummer months. 
In this company workers with unsatisfactory at- 
tendance records are not granted pay increases, 
They automatically discipline thumsclvcs, and the 
only way to secure an Increase Is by correcting 
tholr attendance records. About 80 per cent of 
tho employees do this, and about I!0 per cent 
resign or arc discharged.

these concerns show that as a rule -women are 
morn punctual and moro regular in their atten- 
dance than are the men workers.

There are a thousand and one things, It seems,

For Instance tho question us to whether 
a worker can receive or make a telephone call 
during working hours would not ficcm to be an 
important one, and yet many companies find it 
advisable to deal with it moat definitely and ex- 
plicitly.

an asset to the organization. 


One oC the important measures that may be 


taken to keep the worker happy and contented 
and disposed to give, his employer his very best 
talent and ability has to do with the rewards that 
arc offered for new Ideas, suggestions or devices 
that may bo the fruits of the employees' cleverness 
or skill and may bo adopted by the company.

practically all the way to Chicago, 
going by way of Elgin, and arriving 
at AHhland boulevard by 'J p. in., stop- 
ping oft.' almost an hour for lunch .it 
KlKln. 
We were on concrete all tho 


way. met little traffic, 
but 
passed 


three wrecked trucks. 


"And to show that winter driving 


has no terrors, we had one window 
open all the time. 


"Tuesday, our second day on the 


road, found tho thermometer down tu

It is 
like tho stone miarry on the F.ds'.-)'- 
tcn road, only thorn Is about 70 miles 
of It up hill and down, and always 
curving.

How to Park Your Car With One Reversing 


Movement 


A targe number of drivers find no difficulty in handling their cars 


out on the road, but when it comes to pulling into the curb to park 
and only a limited space is available, difficulty is experienced. 


Some drivers are more expert than others at parking in a small 


"hole." The reason why most drivers hare difficulty with this oper- 
ation is because they have never stopped to figure out the movement 
their car makes when the front wheels are turned hard over on either 
lock. 
. 


Parking a car in a limited space is like everything else, very easy 


when you know just how to.do it. If you start wrong, it is difficult 
to get into position against the curb. Start right, however, and you 
slip into place with one easy movement. 


The illustration shows the proper 


position to pull into beside the car 
behind which you wish to park. 
Drive up parallel with and .1 foot 
or one and a half feet outside the 
car at the curb, with the radiator of 
your car level or a few inches ahead 
of the radiator of the car at your 
right. 


Before you start to reverse back, 


turn the front wheels over hard to 
the right, so that they face toward 
the curb, then slowly move back 
until the front of your wheels arc 
about level with the hub of the rear 
wheels of the car at your side. 


Stop when you reach this posi- 


tion and turn your wheels over on 
the other lock, so that you can sec, 
as you reverse back, that your right 
front mudguard will just clear the 
rear guard of the car at your side. 
The moment they are clear, turn 
front wheels over hard to the left, 
and you will find you can reverse, . . . 
... 
, 
, „ t -~ 
J 
back into position a few inches from 
the .side of the curb, and just be- 
hind the car in front of you. 


The whole secret of parking a 


car with one reversing movement 
lies first in pulling into the proper 
position beside the car behind which 
you wish to park, and second, in se- 
lecting the correct position to start 
switching over to the left lock. 


If you pull up too close to the 


car at your side, when you start to 
reverse back, your running board 
will jam into the side oi the guard 
of the rear wheel of the car beside 
you. If you pull up too far out, you 
find that you can get behind the car 
in front all right, but you arc too 
far out from the curb. 
It is im- 


portant, therefore, that you first get 
into the proper position, a foot or 
one and a half feet away from the 
car beside you. 


If, after reversing back about half 


way, you start to go over to the 


left lock too soon, you find your front mudguard will not clear the rear 
guard of the car at your side. If you delay too long before going 
over to the left lock, you find that before you can get into the curb, 
the. rear end of your car bumps into the radiator of the car behind you. 


It is well worth while spending half an hour or so on some quiet 


street practicing driving into position beside another car, then reversing 
back into position at the curb. You may need to try the movement 
four or five times to become familiar with the proper position to get 
into before you swing over to the left lock, but after you have prac- 
ticed it a few times, you will find the whole operation very easy.

Washington — Despite (lie act of 
Henry Ford in at least temporarily 
removing himself from tlio presiden- 
tial campaign' picture, of next year 
and 
hlH endorsement oC President 
Coolidge 
for 
re-election, develop- 


ments here loduy indicate that lie 
is farther from acquisition of the 
Muscle. Shoals nitrate plant than at 
any time since lie made his bid for 
that project. 


It became known hore today that 
agents of the Air Nitrates Corpora- 
tion and 
of the Alabama Power 
Company have been In consultation 
with Secretary of War Weeks look- 
ing toward purchase by them of the 
Muscle Shoals property, and that 
these negotiations have been under 
way I'or considerable time. 
This 


fact, coupled with the opinion gen- 
erully expressed that either one or 
the other or both of these compan- 
ies, and Henry Kord. are tbe only 
organizations 
capable of 
handling 
the nitrate plant, or swinging Its fi- 
nancing1 at this time, and the analysis 
ol President Coolid|,re's recommen- 
dation for 'early disposition of the 
project, show that (he administra- 
tion drift Is away from Kord rather 
than toward him. The sum total, as 
expressed by Henry Ford's agents 
here, Is that "Mr. Kord la up in the 
air, but still r.tands by his original 
offer." 
Urge Development 
President CoolldRc's recommenda- 


tion 
summarized 
was that the 
shoals should be developed, and if 
cheap nitrates for1 fertilizer can be 
produced thoro it should not re- 
main idle .a minute. 
The govern- 
ment has spent about SL'00,000.000 
then1, and If the government .can 
now yell it, get some of Its money 
back, and shako oft' a permanent 
expense, it should be done, be said. 
But Henry' Kord has never offer- 
ed to buy M.uscle Shoals, though 
statements at the White House and 
the 
President's message 
Indicated 


the executive to be holding the im- 
pression Ford's proposal was to pur- 
olmi-e. Instead Kord has bid merely 
for a long term lease, saving he was 
willing to spend-about ?:!G,000.000 of 
bis own money as a starter, and turn 
ovr to the government later sums 
totaling SluO.OOO.OOO. 
He had never 
been invited to bid for anything but 
a lease and his own opinion was 
the 
government 
should

possession of tin: project for possible 
war needs.On Sales liasls 
President Collldgo, however, has 
the Idea Hint the government ought 
to get out of business wherever pos- 
sible, and while no doubt, he would 
be glad to see Kord get the shoals.

In his annual

Hastings emphasized the need of con- 
tinual study on new methods. 
"Tho 


information supplied by tbo tubercu- 
lin to.st is not its definite and complete 
as those who are using it suppose. We 
need some new methods which shall 
enable us to unravel the relations of 
the acid-fust group." he said. 


In further mention of the. tubercu- 


lin test, Hastings stressed the neces- 
sity for a careful vigilance, over a 
number of years In order to secure 
satisfactory results. 


"It will probably demand a decade 


of persistent work to eradicate tuber- 
culosis from arens ns large as tbe 
county. There are three counties In 
this country that have been tested 
and retested. 
One In Michigan witli 


5 per cent of the animals reacting on 
the original test bad 1.8 per cent un a 
retest one yenr later. 
Two In Wis- 


consin with 0.8 and 1 per cent re- 
actors on the original lest had ap- 
proxlmalely the same on

three years later.

J have always been skeptical 
regarding the damage claimed to be 
caused by tho buffalo lish us I found 
thoso llsh in the lake many years 
before tin: carp were placed there. 


"The law require;! (hut "all rough 


fish shall be taken to shore and bur- 
led, ,or otherwise legally disposed of,' 
and It Is on this phuse of the ques- 
tion that I wish to say 11 few words. 
When—a few" years ago—tho uye 


of fyke nets wan permitted on Kosh- 
konong many were used 
on nock 


river above the lake and large quan- 
tities of rough llsh taken, a large 
percentage being buffalo. 
Ono day 


I chanced to be on the ground when 
these nets were being lifted nnd was 
,'reatly surprised 'to see the llsh be- 
ing scooped out and dumped hack 
Into the water. I Inquired the rea- 
son and was told they wore follow- 
ng instructions from tho conserva- 
tion commission, and were keeping 
out only those weighing about two 
pounds or more. 


Ncnrly Swamp Boat 
"I ran my bout up and told them I
